Nevertheless, 
the account for the year was fairly balanced, 
to the, full extent charged, if the Treasury 
revoré'is true; ‘and, if it is not, the fault ‘of 
andervaluation, atid the sin of smuggling, is 
not at the American door. Sixty millions 
California gold went out to square the appar- 
ent balance. One-third of thig sum, or twenty 
millions, was taken from us ‘in the months of 
May and June, to pay for sugars not then con 
eumed, and to anticipate goods not then entered 
for consumpticn, but quietly waiting the new 
Tariffin the Bonded Warehouse. It is notorious 
that the Cuba speculation was. financiered 
through New-York ; the Havana kites discount-

The mercantile discredit which these for-
